U.S., Dutch Officials 
Discuss Missile Talks

WASHINGTON — The speaker 
of the UiL House of Representa- 
tives predicted Wednesday that the 
House would pass a resolution fa- 
voring a nuclear weapons freeze bv 
a margin of at least 50 votes.

Kohl Makes an Offer 
To Bavaria’s Strauss

BONN — Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl emerged from three days of 
talks over posts and policy 
Wednesday saying he had made an 
offer to Franz Josef Strauss, the 
leader of the Christian Social Un-

Political analysts said it was un- 
dear whether Mr. Strauss was 
making a serious bid for office or 
whether the power struggle really 
centered on policy. 


Edmund Stoiber, the Christian

Jose Luis Serf, 80 , City Planner 
And Architect, Dies in Barcelona

BARCELONA — Jose Luis Seri, 
80. an architect and urbanist, died 
Tuesday of heart failure in Barcelo- 
na, the dty where he was bom. 

Mr. Sen designed the Spanish 
pavilion at the Paris international 
exhibition erf 1937. the Maeght 
Foundation at SL-PauJ-de-Vence 
on the Cote d’Azur and the muse- 
um dedicated to his fellow C atalan, 
the artist Joan Miro. in Barcelona.

WASSENAAR. Netherlands 
(AP) — Paul Citroen. 86 . an early 
force in the Dadaist movement, 
died Sunday of undisdosed causes, 
Dutch radio reported Wednesday.

WASHINGTON — In a policy 
decision considered the first of its 
kind since the height of the Cold 
War. President Ronald Reagan has 
ordered his administration to at- 
tempt to influence internal policies 
of tne Soviet Union through trade 
and other economic pressures as a 
means of forcing shifts in Mos- 
cow’s foreign policy. 

The decision, contained in a 
classified document titled National 
Security Decision Directive 75. is 
believed to constitute the first lime 
since the Truman administration 
that a U.S. government has made it 
a policy goal to seek changes in So- 
viet domestic affairs. The docu- 
ment was issued to government of- 
ficials earlier this year. 

A dminis tration officials familiar 
with the document sav it seeks to 
make the Soviet leadership more 
responsive to internal demands 
from consumers and nonmilitary 
sectors of the economy. By apply- 
ing economic pressure to the Soviet 
Union, the Reagan administration 
would attempt to reduce the re- 
sources available to tbe Kremlin, 
and thus force it to make tougher 
choices between military and civil- 
ian spending. 

Underlying the policy is the con- 
tention that the roots of Soviet ex- 
ternal aggressiveness are at least 
partly internal, and that efforts to 
constrain Soviet behavior abroad 
must include attempts to influence 
the Communist regime internally. 

Simply put, this means that if 
tbe Russians were forced by eco- 
nomic exigencies to reduce their 
production of tanks and aircraft, 
foi example, they would be less 
likely to embark on military adven- 
tures such as the intervention in 
Afghanistan. 

[Last spring, the Reagan admin- 
istration was reported to be formu- 
lating new ways of dealing with the 
Soviet Union on economic issues in 
an attempt to convince Moscow to 
make more spending derisions in 
favor of nonmilitary objectives. 
This was a key reason for the ad- 
ministration's stand refusing to 
permit U.S. technology to be used 
m building the Soviet natural gas 
pipeline to Western Europe. One 
rationale was that the revenue from 
such gas sales would bolster the So- 
viet economy, and Lhus its war- 
making capacity. 

I Both William P. Dark, the 
White House national security 
adviser, and his deputy, Thomas C. 
Reed, spoke of the policy, with Mr. 
Reed dedaring in a speech June 16 
that the United States “should not 
provide the trade and credits neces- 
sary to prop up the Soviet economy 


except in exchange for specific and 
meaningful Soviet actions that pro- 
mote stability.”] 

The principal author of the ad- 
ministration directive was Richard 
E. Pipes, who served on the Na- 
tional Security Council staff for 
two years before returning recently 
to a position as professor of Rus- 
sian history at Harvard University. 
Mr. Pipes has long advocated a 
hard-line approach toward the So- 
viet Union. • 

Policy directives such' as this one 
require approval by the entire Na- 
tional Security Council as well as 
the president. Not all administra- 
tion officials appear to be in acoord 
with all aspects of the directive, 
however. Secretary of State George 
P. Shultz, for example, has argued 
that using economic and trade poli- 
cies in carrol-and-stick fashion 
lends to disrupt Washington’s rela- 
tions with its allies. 

In addition to prescribing eco- 
nomic pressure, die new directive 
bas identified propaganda — (he 
promoting of U.S. policies and the. 
principles of democratic govern- 
ment through the U.S. Information 
Agency ana other outiets — as an- 
other way to combat Soviet expan- 
sionism. 

One outgrowth of the new direc- 
tive has been the administration’s 
four-part “Public Diplomacy" ef- 
fort, announced last month. It in- 
cludes tbe so-called Project De- 
mocracy, in which $85 million 
would be spent over two years on 
programs to train young leaders 
and promote the growth of labor 
unions, political parties, news 
outlets, businesses and universities 
in countries that are not now dem- 
ocratic. 

Democrats in Congress have 
been openly skeptical of Project 
Democracy, seeing it as a conserva- 
tive ideological crusade. 

The Tr uman administration, in 
tbe “communist containment" pol- 
icy it adopted in 1950. stated that 
Soviet designs “for world domina- 
tion" had to be opposed not only 
by resisting Soviet moves abroad 
but also by fostering fundamental 
changes in “the inescapably mili- 
tant" nature of the Soviet system. 

Little was done -to implement 
those words, however, and succes- 
sive U.S. governments later moved 
away from this combative attitude. 

The Reagan administration doc- 
ument is part of a flurry of policy 
directives adopted by 'the White 
House in recent months. 

Mr. Reagan issued no formal

Arthur Godfrey Dies in New York; 
Radio and TV Personality Was 79

NEW YORK — Arthur Godfrey. 
79. a radio and television personal- 
ity in the United States whose 
homespun manner won him mil- 
lions of fans, died here Wednesday 
of pneumonia and emphysema. 

During most of the 1950s, Mr. 


Godfrey conducted two weekly 


prime-time series for CBS, as wel 
as a daily radio show. He was re- 
ported by the show business publi- 
cation Variety to have been respon- 
sible for SI 50 million in advertising 
billings for CBS in 1959. 

His first TV venture. “Arthur 
Godfrey's Talent Scouts.” was in- 
troduced Dec. 8 . 1948. One aim of 
show was to discover new talent. 


and an applause meter measured 
audience response. 

A month later, be began a sec- 
ond series. “Arthur Godfrey and 
His Friends," which became “The 
Arthur Godfrey Show" in 1956. 

His trademarks were a ukulele 
and his greeting, “Howa’ya, 
howa'ya.” 

At its height, his weekly prime- 
time audience was measured at 82 
million viewers, and in 1954. com- 
bined broadcasts reportedly ac- 
counted for 12 percent of CBS’s to- 
tal revenues.

Among 
them were Teresa Brewer. Frankie 
Laine. Patti Page. Guy Mitchell. 
Rosemary Clooney and The Four 
Lads. 

He was the pioneer of the “kid 
the commercial" technique. One 
day he received copy for a Wash- 
ington department store about “fil- 
my. clingy, alluring silk underwear 
in devastating pink and black." 
Mr. Godfrey made some irreverent 
remarks about the text, and the 
store was swamped with buyers. 

Mr. Godfrey’ went to New York 
in 1941 and by 1945 he had got his 
big break with CBS. which gave 
him a half-hour of morning net- 
work lime. 

By 1948 "Arthur Godfrey and 
His Friends" was the best known 
program on radio. His audience 
was estimated at 40 million. He re- 
tired from active broadcasting in 
1971. 

He aired many of his television 
programs from Miami Beach, and 
one of the streets there was named 
for him.

MOSCOW — Soviet economic 
growth rates flagged in February, 
raising questions about a strong 
January showing that had led to 
speculation that a lasting upturn 
might be under way. 

Figures published Wednesday 
by the central statistics board 
snowed that industrial production 
in the first two months of the year 
had increased by 5.6 percent com- 
pared with the same period last 
year. 

This figure was a significant 
drop from the 63-percem growth 
rate registered in January. 

The report did not give a sepa- 
rate growth figure for February, 
but statistics for individual indus- 
tries indicated it was well below the 
January rate. 

The high level of growth at the 
start of the year led to reports in 
the West that a drive by the new 
Soviet leadership for greater pro- 
ductivity and labor discipline was 
already invigorating the economy. 

But' Western economic attaches 
in Moscow remained skeptical 
-They said the January results 
; looked high only because 'they were 
compared with a dismal month in 
1982. 

Production in January 1982 was 
so poor that the results were never 
published. Results the following 
month were also poor. Western an- 
alysts said. As a result, the eco- 
nomic attaches said they would 
have expected a growth rate of 
around 4 percent or 5 percent this 
year in any cose. 

They said it would take a few- 
more months to tell if the efficien- 
cy campaign launched by Yuri V. 
.Andropov', the Soviet leader, was 
having any real effect 

One of the key indicators of effi- 
ciency, the labor productivity 
growth figure, fell from Si percent 
in January to 4.6 percent for the 
two months taken together, point- 
ing to a February level of below 4 
percenL 

Moderate improvements in most 
industrial sectors were registered 
last month. Oil production, for ex- 
ample. rose to 47.6 million metric 
tons, compared with 46i million in 
February 1982. 

But the coal industry, singled out 
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ers, showed only a slight improve- 
ment, with output rising from 59.4 
million to 59.9 million tons. 

The growth rate for light indus- 
try was below target at 22 percent, 
which would seem inconsistent 
with a pledge by the new Soviet 
leaders to produce more consumer 
goods. 

Meanwhile, a Soviet deputy 
trade minister issued a call 
Wednesday for belter planning and 
coordination in order to prevent a 
situation in which production quo- 
tas are met but consumers’ de- 
mands remain unsatisfied. 

The trade minister, Pyotr Koo- 
drashov, complained in an article 
in Pravda, the Communist Party 
daily, that industry regularly would 
agree lo meet demands from the re- 
tail trade, but that individual facto- 
ries would end up being unable lo 
fill actual orders. 

Mr. Kondrashov said the gap be- 
tween plans and production for 
light industiy this year might ap- 
proach I billion rubles (about SI. 3 
billion}.

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Good News From OPEC 


OPEC has arrived, it says. a( art agreement 
on oil prices and production. Whether this 
kind of bargain can hold together for more 
than a few months is a question that will hover 
over the oil markets. It is an intricate formula 
but more realistic than previous attempts, in 
the sense that it recognizes explicitly the cru- 
cial role of Saudi Arabia. The Saudis have 
dominated this whole process of anting the 
OPEC price, and from their point of view the 
result, although it Imposes substantial risks on 
them, is pretty much a success. 

They have managed to bring the price down 
in a fashion that diffuses the blame and re- 
sentment among the oil producers. They have 
also managed so far to prevent the spiral of 
competitive price-cutting that promised real 
peril to all producers everywhere, in OPEC or 
noL The whole thing has been skillfully done. 

At the beginning of this year OPEC was in 
desperate shape. A fierce price war was under 
way among its members. Spring was coming, 
with another sharp seasonal drop in the de- 
mand for heating oil. Through much delicate 
maneuvering the Saudis prodded Britain to 
lead the price-cutting. 

The last phase of the internal quarrel was 
over market shares. Everybody accepted the 


idea of a limit to OPEC production. But who 
was to sell how much? As it has been resolved, 
the other 12 members have pledged themselves 
to fixed ceilings at a basic price of S29 a bar- 
rel. The Saudis, it appears, will have no ceiling 
but will sell as much or as little ml as may be 
necessary to balance the market- They are 
gambling that at $29 the world will want 
enough OPEC oil to keep them pumping at 
levels they consider acceptable. 

Great tension is built into this agreement. It 
requires the Iranians to drop exports from the 
volumes of recent months while the Iraqis, 
with whom (hey are at war, are permitted an 
increase. Will Iran really cut back? Does that 
sound like the Iranians? The Libyans are also 
supposed to cut production, but Lhe same 
questions apply. The Nigerians get an in- 
crease, but less than they claimed to need 
for their staggering economy. 

For OPEC the alternative was collapse. For 
the countries that import oil this agreement 
offers an important respite. For them the $29 
price means lower inflation, stronger curren- 
cies and more jobs. OPECs agreement will 
not last forever, but as long as it lasts it is 
good news for (he rest of the world.

We have seen the brains blown from the 
skull of a Vietnamese, and a truck overturn 
□ear the Washington Monument when its 
driver got a bullet in his head. We have seen 
the sad man leap and the drowning man lose 
hold ol the life preserver. And this month tele- 
vision viewers in Jacksonville. Alabama, saw a 
drunken man set Fire to himself. The scenes 
were alike in their horror, but the last was dif- 
ferent in one particular. Those who filed that 
blaze were not just witnesses to tragedy, they 
were also its stage managers. 

Cecil Andrews, an unemployed roofer, 
called WHMA-TV four times on Friday. 
March 4. to say that to protest unemployment 
in America he was going to set himself on Tire 
in the town square. The station's news director 
notified the police, who said they would han- 
dle it and that the station could send reporters 
along for a "free ride.” 

The police searched the square for nearly an 
hour, found no one and left. About 20 minutes 
later two television cameramen arrived to find 
Mr. Andrews staggering from whenever he bad 
been and fumbling with a matchbook. 


The television crew said they tried to "de- 
lay” Mr. Andrews by turning the camera lights 
on and off, waving a hat and telling him the 
equipment needed time to warm up. Then, in 
the 37 seconds after the crew started filming. 
Mr. Andrews doused his jeans with lighter flu- 
id. put a match to his knee and fanned the 
small flame. When engulfed by it, he yelled to 
the cameramen. "Put it out!” They couldn't. 
Mr. Andrews, aflame, ran across the square. 
He ended up in a Birmin gham hospital. 

Asked why they didn't try to stop him 
sooner, the cameramen said they kept expect- 
ing the police to show up. 

There was, however, a simpler way to pre- 
vent Cecil Andrews's act The extent to which 
the often-solicited presence of journalists exa- 
cerbates any situation is in our business a mat- 
ter of legitimate and intense concern and de- 
bate. Bul the question of whether that Ala- 
bama camera crew was reporting or creating 
the news is easily answered. Two devices lit 
that nearly fatal Fire: Mr. Andrews’s match 
and the switch that set the cameras whining.

Menachem Begin kept silent for days as a 
doctors’ strike threatened to disrupt Israel’s 
health services.

President Reagan 
sent the prime minister a note of condolence 
which spoke of welcoming him to the White 
House early this year, by which Mr. Begin 
understood February; subsequently the White 
House let it be known that as long as Israeli 
troops remained in Lebanon, the prime minis- 
ter would not be welcome. 

Privately Mr. Begin broods, and not even 
his closest confidants are sure about his state 
of mind. |Some] think he is gathering force for 
a final effort for a federation linking Israel 
and Jordan, with the West Bank subsisting in 
between as a genuinely autonomous polity 
linked to both neighbors.

usefulness. As many of Mr. 
Reagan's Central American team 
first learned in Southeast Asi3, the 
domino theory is indispensable for 
justifying a major militarv commit- 
ment in a small country of little stra- 
tegic or economic importance. 

But the domino theory is more 
than a convenient slogan. It was bom 
in the 1 950s when U.S. foreign policy 
was preoccupied with the Munich 
syndrome — the belter that aggres- 
sion appeased becomes aggression re- 
peated. Derived from the relations 
among the Powers in Europe, this 
doctrine was foolishly recast to guide 
U.S. policy toward a Thud World in 
the throes of decolonization. 

The logic of the domino theory, 
and the Munich doctrine behind iL 
assumes that wars result from inter- 
national aggression that can be 
deterred by firm military response. 
Revolutions, however, are fundamen- 
tally internal affairs that release in 
one momentous shudder the social, 
economic and political pressures ac- 
cumulated over decades of inequality 
and dictatorship. They do not engulf 
healthy societies. 

Because it has nothing to say 
about the internal conditions, the 
domino metaphor is useless for 
predicting revolution. Outside pow- 


late revolutions, 
have less influence than they expect. 

The revolutions in Central Ameri- 
ca did not begin because Washington 
somehow appeased the revolution- 
aries ot ihetT outside allies, and revo- 
lutions are not deterred by resolve to 
stand firm against them. The Munich 
doctrine and domino theory are irrel- 
evant to these conflicts. 

Captives of our own metaphor, we 
forget that guerrillas were fighting in 
the Guatemalan highlands when Fi- 
del Castro was still in law school. 

El Salvador’s revolution is 
younger, but it began in earnest in 
the mid-1970s when Cuba was en- 
gaged not in Latin America but in 
.Africa. The insurgent alliance of So- 
cial Democrats and Marxists was 
forged not by Cuba but by the in- 
transigence and brutality of the Sal- 
vadoran military regime. 

In Nicaragua, the whole populace 
rose up against the greedy Somoza 
dvnasty. Cuba’s role was negligible, 
and Nicaragua's ties to Cuba today 
are as much a product of Washing- 
ton’s hostility as of the Sandinists’ 
affinity for Fidel Castro. 

The error of North America’s Eu- 
rocentric vision Is clear to Mexico, 
which the White House casts as the 
ultimate domino. The Mexicans are 
less afraid of revolution in Central 
America than they are that U.S. poli- 
cy will produce regional war. 

Mexico pleads for negotiations — 
but in Washington memories of Mu- 
nich warn that compromise is ap- 


peasement and only victory suffices. 

Only the demonstration effect gives 
limited truth to the domino theory. 
When Salvadorans saw Nicaraguans 
depose tbeir dictatorship, they were 
encouraged to do the same. Bui arms 
from the United Slates are no anti- 
dote for the spread of hope.

N EW YORK — Ronald Reagan 
has now proclaimed and pre- 
sumable bases his policy upon two 
dangerous doctrines: 

• The Soviet Union is “the focus 
of evil in the modern world.” 

• What is at stake in Central

N EW YORK — It’s not a matter or bein' 
miserable, necessarily, but rather an in- 
ability to be happy, an inability to have fun on a 
vacation, to be exhilarated by a personal tri- 
umph. even to enjoy common sensual pleasures. 

Though such joylessness has had a scientific 
name — anhedonia — for nearly a century, i 
has not been weD understood. The term itself 
was coined in 1897 by a French psychologist 
Theodule Ribot, who used it to refer to “ar 
insensibility relating to pleasure alone,” in con- 
trast to analgesia, an insensibility to pain. 

Now a growing number of scientists suspeci 
that at least some victims of anhedonia suffer 
from a shortage of chemicals that the brain nor- 
mally releases during the experience of pleasure 
Moreover, they suggest dial studies of the 
chemistry of joyiessness may lead to beitei 
treatments for addiction and depression. 

Low pleasure capacity has been attributed tc 
many factors: genetic predisposition or drug use 
or terrible experiences. It has been reported, for 
example, in Holocaust survivors. 

Anhedonia is not listed as a disorder in the 
diagnostic manual of the American Psychiatric 
Association. Instead it is regarded as a symp- 
tom of several disorders. Whether anhedome 
people without other known problems are 
“mentally AT is open to argument. 

Some authorities. Eke Dr. Paul Mrrehl. a psy- 
chologist at the University of Minnesota, thmlt 
there are people who are not emotionally i!i, but 
find life difficult because they can’t balance un- 
pleasant experiences with pleasant ones. As a 
symptom, however, anhedonia is seen in schizo- 
phrenics and in some but not all people suffer- 
ing from depression. According to Dr. Donald 
Klein, director of the Department of Therapeu- 
tics at the New York State Psychiatric Institute, 
the difference between anhedonia and depres- 
sion is (hat while anbedomes sense no joy, not 
all of them suffer from the feelings of deep sad- 
ness or the eating and sleeping disturbances 
that mark depression. 

Some anhedonic people don’t realize they are 
missing anything. Others do. Lorie, a 1 7-year- 
old hospitalized for addiction to both stimulant 
and sedative drugs, describes a sense of bore- 
dom during drug-free periods. “Things would 
lo ok like fun but after a few minutes I’d want to 
try something else,” she recalls. “When I hang 
oat with my friends, 1 knew I should be enjoy- 
ing myself because everyone else was. When 


Other people are having fun. vou say ‘How come 
I can’t?’ " 

Some evidence that a good lime involves 
brain chemicals comes from experiments by Dr. 
Aryeh Routtenberg of Northwestern Univera- 
ty. fq the mid-1960s. Dr. Routtenberg showed 
that rats would give up food for the chance to 
press a treadle delivering electrical stimulation 
to a brain area that produces the substances 
norepinephrine and dopamine, two of the neu- 
roiransm! tiers that carry messages between 
nerve cells. Both chemically resemble ampheta- 
mines. 

In work reported last year. Dr. Routtenberg 
and a graduate student,’ Tim Collier, showed 
that. when rats were given the opportunity to 
Stimulate an area in the pan of the brain known 
as the hippocampus they also did so readily. 
But this time their self -stimulation was less in- 
tense, more relaxed. The brain region was one 
where opiumlike substances called endorphins 
appear to be produced. 

Some believe the chemical basis of anhedonia 
can be dangerously overemphasized. Dr. Aaron 
T. Beck, director of the Center for Cognitive 
Therapy ax the University of Pennsylvania, 
says, “It is simplistic to make a dichotomy be- 
tween the psychological and biological compo- 
nent of inability to achieve pleasure, since one 
can’t exist without the other. By limiting the 
approach to a single concept, people are throw- 
ing away all the psychotherapeutic actions as 
well as the possibility of using drugs and psy- 
chotherapy together.” 

Still, the concept that some people lack the 
chemicals to be nappy has contributed to the 
study of addiction. For years, doctors have 
known that long after recovery from acute with- 
drawal symptoms, patients complain of feeling 
emotionally flat Shortly after the discovery in 
the mid-1970s that the brain produces its own 
opiates, studies began to suggest that external 
opiates, such as heroin, lower the body's inter- 
na] supply. 

Two recem experiments have provided pre- 
liminary evidence that methadone, a drug used 
to treat opiate addiction, also lowers endorphin 
levels for six months, sometimes 12 months, af- 
ter the methadone has been stopped. “Because 
methadone depletes the supply of natural chem- 
icals, it may increase the odds for read diction,” 
said Dr. Mark Gold, director of research at Fair 
Oaks Hospital in Summit, New Jersey, a center 
of endorphin studies. 

Stimulant drugs and alcohol are also suspect- 
ed of lowering natural pleasure chemical levels. 
A small study at the National Institute of Men- 


tal Health last year showed increased endorphin 
activity after the equivalent or one drink 

It is also suspected that in some addicts an- 
hedoma may be a cause rather than a conse- 
quence of drug abuse. Dr. Donald Sweeney, 
clinical director at Fair Oaks, finds that some 
former addicts who complain nothing excites 
them admit the same was true before addiction. 

Such suggestions have encouraged research- 
ers to investigate addiction treatments that do 
not suppress the endorphins. In 1981, Dr. Gold 
showed that nonopiate drugs (hat prevent the 
release of norepinephrine can be substituted for 
methadone to treat acute withdrawal. 

Rxsearchers hope to find treatments that ac- 
tually stimulate endorphin production. One ap- 
proach being studied at Fair Oaks is transcu- 
taneous electrical neural stimulation, or TENS, 
which provides 3 painless electrical charge ax 
some of the skin sites used in acupuncture. The 
treatment is thought to trick the brain into 
releasing soothing opiates, as it normally does 
in cases of genuine p ain 

In another disorder, depression, studies of an- 
hedonia offer hope of helping doctors to distin- 
guish between different types of depressive ill- 
ness and to choose the most effective treatments 
for each. Dr. Klein believes there are two kinds 
of anhedonia. One is a pervasive joylessness in 
which even the satisfaction of drives like hunger 
and sex brings no rewards. The other is loss of 
satisfaction in such activities as social interac- 
tion, involving the active pursuit of pleasure. 

The two types of anhedonia. Dr. Klein has 
found, correspond to different types of depres- 
sion. Total anhedonia accompanies the severely 
depressed states that often run in families and 
have been linked to shortages of the neuro- 
transmitters norepinephrine, dopamine and 
serotonin. According to Dr. Klein, patients suf- 
fering from melancholia, a subtype of depres- 
sion marked by the absence of pleasure, re- 
spond better than other depressives to the drugs 
called tricyclic anti-depressants. 

Researchers at Chicago's Rush-Presbyterian- 
Sl Luke's Medical Center developed a pleasure 
scale on which depressed patients rated them- 
selves. and found groups similar to those identi- 
fied by Dr. Klein. 

Dr. Jan Fawcett, one of the Chicago research- 
ers, said: “We believe these scones can be used 
to identify people who are vulnerable to depres- 
sion.

T HE New York City Ballet has 
been one of the most import- 
ant arts institutions in 20th-centuiy 
America, and certainly one of the 
most influential forces in American 
dance. The history of the company, 
its school and its founders, George 
Balanchine and Lincoln Kirstein, 
has been recorded in a number erf 1 
valuable books. But there has been 
relatively little by or about the per- 
formers th ems elves. Three City. 
Ballet dancers have now written 
about themselves and the dancer’s 
life. ... 

No one interested in the compa- 
ny should miss reading “Far from 
Denmark," written by Peter Mar- 
tins with Robot Cornfield. Mar- 
tins is, of course, a Gty Ballet lead 
dancer, choreographer and ballet- 
master, and the Hkdy heir to the 
company directorship. Here he 
provides the acute perspective of 
an outsider who has moved to the 
heart of it all in an account that 
has all the clarity of his dancing. 
The 36-ycar-oId principal dancer 
began ins life in ballet as some- 
thing of a rebel at the Royal Dan- 
ish BaBei School in

widely disliked but imbued with a

It has been said that die DnUi 
dancer would be a glittering inter- 
national superstar had he tiot cho- 
sen to apprentice hhmeif to Balan- 
chine and his resolutely starless 
company. But it was there that 
Martins became the performer he 
is today — a “platonic” dancer, as 
Cornfield puts it, whose , brilliant 
apprehension of classical technique 
is tempered with a lucid, thought- 
ful approach to style and what ap- 
pears to be absolute comfort with 
his big physical stature. 

To be a Balanchine protege, it 
seems, is to be stripped to essen- 
tials, often without much dear con- 
sciousness of the process. Martins’s 
apprenticeship was a difficult one. 
By the summer of 1972, however, 
he had allowed himself to become 
a student once more and the “ac- 
tive presence. 7 ’ as Martins puts it, 
that Balanchine seeks. He looks up 
to his mentor, but it is with the af- 
fectionate appreciation of a junior 
colleague. 

Martins’s descriptions of work- 
ing with the choreographer are 
among the most fflominatmg pas- 
sages in this unusually well- 
reported view of life in a ballet 
company. He has frank, informa- 
tive and sometimes wickedly funny 
comments on individual dancers’ 
styles, the work of choreography, 
partnering, company administra- 
tion and survival tactics for young 
dancers. 

His is a handsome bode, with 
photographs that often iHusuate 
Martins’s points as he makes than 
and captions whose completeness 
suggests a rare respect for company 
members of all ranks. Several erf 
the photographs by Steven Caras 
and Martha Swope are worth the

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Horowitz: An Unauthorized Portrait 

Author of Biogra phy Denies That It 9 s a f Discreet Hatchet Job

N EW YORK — An unauthorized biogra- 
phy of pianist Vladimir Horowitz, 
which may well be the most important musi- 
cal biography of the year, has its young au- 
thor shrugging off charges of sensationalism. 

Glenn Plaskin insists his 607-page book 
(Morrow, $19.95) is a balanced portrait of 
the 79-year-old virtuoso musician whose 
troubled private life and eccentricities have 
been the stuff of legend for decades. 

The slender, intense author interviewed I 
more than 600 of Horowitz’s friends and as- 
sociates and said be was careful not to use 
information from people who obviously dis- 
liked Horowitz and “had an ax to grind.” He 
died die late pianist Glenn Gould. 

“The bottom line is that I like Horowitz 
very much and identify with him, " said Plas- 
kin. 30, himself a pianist. “1 was c hagrin ed 
when a reviewer said I’d done a discreet 
hatchet job. I’ve tried to show Horowitz’s hu- 
manity — his strengths and his weaknesses. 

It’s very rare to read a truthful book about a 
living musician.”

Gradually a complex picture of Horowitz 
emerged — one of the greatest performing 
talents in music history, driven by self-doubt, 
phobias, sexual conflicts and a troubled mar- 
riage. Out of the 58 years since he emigrated 
from his native Russia, Horowitz did not 
play the piano in public for 22 years doe to HI 
tw-iirh nervous breakdowns and electroshock 
therapy. 


Horowitz last played in London in 1982, a 
benefit for the Royal Opera House, at the 
invitation of Prince Charles. He has no con- 
cert bookings at present, although he com- 
mands the highest fee of any classical musi- 
cian. as much as S45.000 a concert 

“He lives mud) to himself in New York, 
and Wanda spends most of her time is Con- 
necticut” Plaskin said. “I think they are very 
lonely people. Everyone has drifted away 
from Him. It’s a shame because he can be 
charming. And as an artist there is something 
quite demoaic and magical about Ms playing. 
He thinks like an orchestra. You can almost 
hear the violins." 

With “Horowitz, a Biography” behind 
him, Plaskin would like to get a job as a re- 
porter with a news magazine. He says be is 
finished with music as a career and does not 
want to do another musical biography be- 
cause “this is the one music biography I have 
in me.” 

Plaskin said he has sent Horowitz a copy 
of the book but there has been no response. 
The author says he doubts the pianist wfll 
ever write his own life story or that anyone 
will write another biography. 

“If they do, I wish them luck.” he said. 
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The ItaSan tenor Luciano Pa- 
varotti, making his first appearance 
at La Scab in Milan in throe years, 
was booed and whistled in the last 
act of Donizetti's “Luria di Lam- 
mermoor." Pavarotti' had received 
rousing applause from a capacity 
audience m (he first act, but (be 
fans were furiohs aver what critics 
called a sudden weakening of his 
voice in the final ana of the. opera. 
At the end of the performance, the 
angry fans also booed the Swiss 
conductor, Peter Mug an d ay 
tome designers Rostra and Ottavio 
Missoni, the masters of Italian 
knitted ready-to-wear fashion. The 
Italian soprano l-nrina Sena was 
the only artist warmly applauded 
at the opening performance.
